Benzidine Health Effects

No information is available on the short term effects of benzidine in humans via inhalation exposure. Long term
exposure to benzidine in humans may result in bladder injury.

Cancer ranking: The EPA classifies benzidine as a Group A carcinogen for lung cancer. Group A carcinogens
are considered known human carcinogens, like cigarette smoke. There is a 0.067 (approximately 7 in 100)

increase in lifetime risk of bladder cancer for every one pug/m? of continuous benzidine exposure over a lifetime.
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
